EPISCOPACY. 

The  compilers  of  the  preface  to  the  Ortli-  j 
nation  olliccs  in  our  Prayer-book,  considered  ; 
the  matter  so  clear,  that  they  could  not  be-  J 
litre  that  any  person  who  carefully  weighed 
the  proofs  could  doubt  about  it.  They  say, 
“  It  is  evident  unto  all  men,  diligently  reading 
Holy  Scripture  and  ancient  authors,  that  from 
the  Apostles’  time  there  have  been  these 
three  or<lers  of  ministers  in  Christs  church; 
bishops,  prity^,  and  dcacOT>»J.  ^Evidence, 
however,  strikes  men  differently  ;  ttod  perhaps 
the  writers  of  the  Orilination  preface  intended 
tacitly  to  include  what  U’hcatly  on  another 
occasion  has  expressed  by  the  words  “  with¬ 
out  prejudice.”  Ho  says  ;  “  Now  it  is  plain 
to  any  one  who  will  read  the  Scripture 
nnl  prejudice,  that  there  were  three  distinct 
orders  of  ministers  in  the  Christian  Church 
in  the  Apostles’  days,  which  w'ere  designed 
to  continue  to  the  end  of  the  world.”  Wheat- 
ly  and  the  compilers  of  the  Ordination  pre¬ 
face  thought  the  point  so  lucid  that  if  any 
man  failed  to  arrive  at  their  conclusion,  it 
must  be  for  want  of  reading  “diligently,’  or 
from  reading  with  “  prejudice.”  And  we  con- 
fess  that  when  we  look  at  the  bearings  of  the 
whole  matter,  or  take  only  two  or  three  lead¬ 
ing  points,  such  as  the  case  of  Timothy  and 
Titus,  and  the  Angels  of  llic  Apocalyptic 
churches,  the  question  as  to  its  essential  cha¬ 
racters  seems  to  us  so  well  settled,  that,  we 
repeat,  we  are  not  shaken  by'  the  objections 
which  have  been  urged,  and  many  of  which 
are  condensed  and  presented  with  great  abili¬ 
ty  by  Mr.  Howdler,  with  whom  however,  we 
will  not  now  debate  the  (jUf?stion  ;  first,  be¬ 
cause  it  is  quite  beside  our  j)resent  subject  ; 
secondly,  because  a  volume  would  not  suffice 
for  it;  and  thirdly,  because  even  if  we  wrote 
one,  we  could  only  say  what  has  been  already 
said'  in  manv,  and  better  than  we  could  .say 
it,  but  -Mr.  Howdler  thinks  not  satisfactorily. 
That  he  has  read  “  diligently”  as  a  con.^iderate 
Christian,  though  a  layman,  is  not  questioned; 
ami  “  pri’judice”  against  ejiiscopacy  lie  could 
have  none,  for  he  was  educated  in  it,  and 
says  that  he  loves  it,  and  believes  it  to  be  not 
only  lawful,  but  the  best  3y.stem  of  church 
government;  so  that  we  the  more  lament  that 
bO  careful  and  conscientious  a  man  has  not 
been  able  to  work  his  way  a  step  higher. 
But  our  chief  object,  in  this  cursory  notice  of 
his  pamphlet,  was  only  to  show  the  reaction 
caused  by'  the  'J'ractarian  system ;  the  re¬

What  reason  have  we  all  to  pray 
I  CLEANSE  THE  THOl'Oins  OF  OUR  HEARTS  BY  THE 


following  grounds : 

1.  It  manifests  a  spirit  hostile  to  Christian  lib¬ 
erty.  It  is  the  peculiar  glory  of  our  country  and 
government,  that  religious  toleration  is  hero  se¬ 
cured  in  an  unlimited  extent  to  every  individual. 
Every  sect  and  denomination,  every  branch  of  the 
Christian  Church  is  allowed  to  sit  under  their 
own  vine  and  fig  tree,  w'iih  none  to  make  them 
afraid.  The  civil  government  place.-?  the  broad 
shield  of  her  protection  over  every  church,  and 
every  individual,  allowing  them  to  carry  out  their 
ideas  of  duty  in  worshipping  God  according  to  the 
dictates  of  conscience,  and  their  own  convictions 
of  truth.  When,  therefore,  a  minister  of  the  gos¬ 
pel,  in  the  peaceful  exercise  of  this  privilege, 
gives  instruction  to  his  people,  as  to  the  peculi¬ 
arities  and  observances  of  their  own  church,  it 
looks  exceedingly  like  a  spirit  of  dictation  and 
religious  despotism,  like  an  attempt  at  infringe- 1 
nient  upon  religious  liberty,  for  a  minister  of  an¬ 
other  denomination  to  come  in  and  make  an  as¬ 
sault  upon  him  while  engaged  in  this  work.  Bi¬ 
shop  Doane  is  the  pastor  of  a  congregation,  whom 
he  is  endeavouring  to  train  for  seats  of  blessed¬ 
ness  at  God’s  right  hand.  The  church  of  which 
he  is  a  minister  has  appointed  certain  days,  com- 
memonitive  of  the  great  events  connected  with 
our  redemption,  and  intended  to  call  attention  to 
the  great  doctrines  of  the  gospel,  and  the  duties 
of  the  Christian  life.  This  pastor,  approving  of 
the  appointments  of  his  own  church,  honestly  be¬ 
lieving  that  they  are  eminently  suited  to  revive 
and  advance  vital  godliness,  and  anxious  to  ele¬ 
vate  the  tone  of  piety  among  his  flock,  calls  upon 
his  people  to  observe  these  days,  as  a  means  of 
their  spiritual  improvement,  and  explains  to  them 
the  reason  and  the  occasion  of  their  appointment. 
Is  there  any  thing  wrong  in  this?  The  question 
is  not  now  whether  the  church  acted  wisely  in  the 
appointment  of  these  days ;  neither  is  it  whether 
Bishop  Doane  judged  correctly,  in  supposing  that 
“  attendance  upon  this  week-day  worship  of  the 
church”  is  the  best  means  to  promote  personal 
piety,  and  increased  devotion  to  the  Saviour;  but 

'  whether  honestly  believing  this,  it  was  not  his 
privilege  and  duty  to  act  accordingly?  and 
whether  while  engaged  in  the  peaceful  perform¬ 
ance  of  this  duty  this  pamphlet  attack  upon  him

CONVEUSION  OF  THREE  ROMISH  PRIESTS  AND 
OF  THIRTY  LAY.MEN. 

Sir, — It  is  not  very  lonj;  ago  that  I  communi¬ 
cated  to  you  the  fact  of  the  conversion  of  three 
Romish  priests  and  twenty-seven  laymen.  I  am 


The  individual  spoken  of  below,  a  young  strip¬ 
ling,  in  Deacon’s  orders  has  put  forth  one  or  two 
communications  of  a  most  extravagant  character 
denouncing  Protestantism  and  Protestants,  though 
a  professed  minister  of  the  Church  of  England. 
Such  are  some  of  the  fruits  of  the  Oxford  Tracts. 

Character  of  Mr.  Williaai  Palmer.— This 
intemperate  young  man  is  not  only  a  Fellow,  but  a 
Theological  Tutor  at  Magdalen  College,  Oxford. 
He  possesses  a  good  memory,  and  is,  in  conse¬ 
quence,  what  is  called  a  good  classical  .scholar; 
but  his  judgment  is  deplorably  feeble,  his  logic 
highly  evasive,  and  his  conceit  unbounded.  Last 
year,  I  think,  he  passed  over  into  Russia,  upon  an 
immature  scheme  for  uniting  the  Greek  and  Eng-  j 
lish  Churches.  His  head,  I  am  informed,  is  teem¬ 
ing  with  ridiculous  notions  for  the  reform  of  his 
own  college.  His  reading  is  tolerably  copious 
upon  certain  ecclesiastical  points;  but  his  collec¬ 
tive  views  are  most  confused  and  imperfect.  A.s 
one  proof  of  his  conceit,  I  need  only  mention  tliat 
he  appears,  I  am  credibly  informed,  in  his  (College 
Chapel,  with  a  black  silk  strip  on  one  shoulder, 
thrown  over  his  surplice,  to  distinguish  the  deacon 
of  the  Church  Catholic.  Amongst  other  porten¬ 
tous  opinions,  he  upholds,  most  fervently,  the  ma¬ 
lignant  doctrine  of  the  persecution  of  the  heretics, 
and  would  think  himself  in  no  error  to  burn  any 
one,  if  the  state  of  society  allowed  it,  who  dares 
depart  from  the  opinions  of  what  he  supposes  to  be 
the  Church  Catholic  !  I  have  become  an  aged 
man  in  this  University ;  and  it  has  been  my  fate 
to  observe  a  number  of  men,  stationary  here,  sedu¬ 
lously  employed  for  many  years  in  sapping  and 
undermining  the  Protestant  faith  ot  the  (’hurch 
of  England,  and  to  behold  a  majority  of  the  inHu- 
ential  and  powerful  members  of  the  place  calmly 
and  quietly  looking  on,  almost  without  a  move¬ 
ment,  unheedful  of  consequences  productive  of 
internal  weakness  to  the  Establishment,  and  des¬ 
tructive  of  the  doctrines  of  the  Protestant  Church 
of  England.
